The
correapondont of our radic al coutemporury
gharges that iu io; in many instaoces, the
worst wen wers nominated for office—"Goy-
growent plunderers and political oatoasts' —
from whose support the best elements of the
party naturally mcoiled. Iun the writer's own
gonuly, & guartermaster W ho had besn ocon-
vioted and dismlssed the service by court-
martial was awarded a conspicuons position on
the tickel, apd in other connties the character
of the nominees is nllng-_-«i to have beon vile,

Avother cause of alienation has been the
proacription of the soldiers in Lhe organiza
tlon of the county tickets; while the Demio-
erats adroitly acesded them homorable poai-
tionz, To these looal olrenmatances the 7'
bune's correspondent attributes the defection
of thonsands of Republicans, who refused to
be participators in the degradation of their
party. Will not onr New York manngers
profit by the lesson while time remains to cor-
rect the blunders which in some districts have
been committe1? They may rest assured
that here, as in Uhio, a large class of Republi-
oan voters will refuse to support the nowmina-
tion of oandidates whose antecedents render
them unworthy of confidence. Party alle-
gianoe ia not sirong enough in these days to
oarry through corrnpt aud dishonest nomi-
nees; and any attempl lo test the question
will enure to the benafit of the Democrats.

But the correspondence of our Chieago con-
temporary does not lwit the moral of the
Ohio election to local considerations, These
were suflicient, no donbt, to render intelligible
many of the chianges in the composition of ths
State Legislature and the flling of looal offices;
but they represent only Imperfectly the influ
ences that have operated to the prejudi [
the Republican party. Any leason upon the
gubject wonld be incomplete that faile
touch the disconlent which hasa been ocoa
sloned by the refusal of Congress to sailsfy
Lthe demands of the country on other questions
than reconstruction. Here is the first count
in the indictment to which the ]ul-hug radionl
Journal of the Northwest gives clreulation: —

These are |--|1|i:1-llht:- to whioh the |h>|r'l'a \r
heart of the country most earnestly responils.
Ounteide of the circle of party managers and
offoe-holders, the fesling is wuniversal that
Congreis has addressed (tsall too ex lusivaly
to the strictly pulili-.'l&l aspect of reconsiruo
tion, and has consequently overlooked the
urgent practical wants which have followad
the suppression of the Hebellion, The neced-
gity of retrenchment has not been recognized.
The evils and fujustice of acrude and vexa
tious system of taxation have recelved very
limited attention, The dangers incident to an
infisted and inconvertible currenoy have besn
met with nothing like adequate precaution,
On each of these points Congreas is chargeable
with more than negative faults. Iis sins had
been fewer wera they only sins of owmission.
In truth, however, it has been lavish instead
of thrifty fn its expendituares, Although it
has effected some reduction of internal taxa
tion, it has doctored the tarilf for the benefit
of special interests, and alnost always for the
worse, And thoagh it sustainsd the very
moderste scheme of contraction whioh Mr,
McCulloch has partislly carried oat, it pro.
duced an impression which the speculators
and gold gamblers have turned to account.
Judged sccording to any intelligent standard
of statesmanship, it must be admittsd that
the last Congress signally falled to renlize the
wants of the country, and the opporinnities
for affording relief which existed side by side
with the question of Southern reconstrootion.

A slmilar consclonsness of the weakness
which the inefliciency of Congreis Las entailed
upon the Republican party may be traced, we
think, in the speech of Senator Morgun, as
Chairman of the ratification meeting held last
week in this city. He does not, indeed, arraign
Copgress after the manngr of the writer we
have quoted, nor does he rebuke the wretched
taste and worse jndgment which are visible in
certain of the local nominations. But he
olearly indicates the mecessity of lagislating
more earnestly for the rellef of the struggling
industry of the country, and the peril of longe:
neglecting its material requirements. 'The
revigion of our aystem of taxation and the
rveduction of its burdens—the innuguration of
an era of retremchment—and the judicions
management of the curremcy, are matters
whioh Benator Morgan poluts ont as teats by
which the capacity of Congress will properly
o in s large degree determined.

The Southern Hlections,
From the N. Y. Iribune,

The States of Alabama and Lonisiana havy
already held elections under the Reconstroc.
tion acts of Congress; the rest are sbout to
follow. A change of tactics on the part of the
polf-styled ‘‘Conservatives' deserve ovousi-
daration.

The aots of Congress require, frst, a careful
roglatration of all porsons who are legal volers
in the respective States; next, an elsctiou

whovent thoge legal voters ehall determiug

that a Convention akall or shall not ba held to
roorganize the Stale. Delegates 1o sald Con-
veniion sre usnally ohosen st this eleotion;
but, unless a majority of all the volera regis-
terad vote abt this election, the whols move-
ment {s invalidated, and the Convention must
not be held.

At the outsot, the “‘ormsarvatives' (ex-
Rebels) were inclined to “‘aecept the situation’
in good faith, and to unite with their heartily
loyal fellow-citizens In reorganizing their re-
spective Blates and in choosing oficers to
govern them. FEven so bitterly Copperhenl a
sheet as the World advised them to do this,
not as intringically desirable, but as the most
judiclous vonrse practicalile. Bome of the
lending Southrovs, like Governor Brown, ol
Gueorgin, Wede Humpton, General Longstrent,
anid General Jefl, Thompson, took this conrse.
The muajority, howevar, inclingd to & sullen,
dogged, passive resistance. They very gone
rally regi-tered, but declined to vote; hoping
thus to nallify the movement for 8 Convention
and protract indefinitely the “‘military despot-
izm’'" which they represent as so intolorable
This maneuyre fdled. o spits of yellow fever
and concerted “congervative'’ efforts to }—.‘m«]l
volers from the polls, both  Alabamn
and Lonisiana have oast a deoided majority
of their registered wvotes, and thus fn
sured the holding of conventions. Vir-
ginia and North Carolina wre about to
follow; but the results of recent sleclions
have impelled the chauge of tactivs alruady
noted.  The “conservatives' in each of these
Stntes are making desperate efforts to carry a
wajority of delegates in their respective con
ventions; and, ns ench State has a decided ma-
jority of whites registered as legal votars, and
as tle Republicans have been much divided,
they cherish strong aud reasonable hopes of
The conservatives will vote ** No
Copvention,” but they will not abstain from
voling a8 their brethren in Alabama and
Louisiana did; and it is quite probalile that
Virginia will poll a Leavier aggregats nexi
Tuoesday than ghe lins ever yel done. A lke
result 15 quite possible in North Carvoling,
Awpd if nine-tenths of the whites shall prove to
be conservative, they may carry the conyen-
tion, or, failing in this, they may vota it down
and prolong indefinitely the military rule,

Conservatism means simply a denial of the
right of suffrage to any Lt whites, BSuach is
beld to be the purport of recent slections at
the North; and Virginia proposes to follow the
fnshion set by Ohio. The blacks are not aeelk.
ing to disfranehize ex Rebels; the ex-Rebals

gveking to disfrapchize the blacks, Wae
ardently hope that the sattempt may be sig

We shall be somewhat astonished If sensible
Yeongervatives' shall unite in the effort, It
can have no other effect than to embitter the
relations of the two races. There shonld have
been no thought of white or black in politios;
but if & Iarge majority of the whites in any
State see (it to make the disfranchizement and
political snppression of the blacks the corner-
stone of their edifice, they absolutely compel
every black to stand against them, Thus the
Memphis Appeal, edited by Albert Pike, a
paroled prisoner of the United States, born in
New England, sets forth hislereed as follows; —

"A government of white men for white men,
and no political misecgenation.

“Loyulty 1o the Unlon of the States: fidelity

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Lo the Cepstitution in s true iotent and
mesaning; obhcdienee 1o aud maintenancs of all
Inws, Sinle nand patlooel, copstitullonally

“Hestoration of disfranehised cltirens to sl
righits and privileges of which they bave been
dosswiaed: no proseoutions oF disgouiifications
for politieal oplolons; far the past, oblivion of
uilvrses: for the present sod foture, Uunion,
pence, lnw, and order.

“Porpetunl nssurnncs to all freemen fof the
African race of nll the elvil rights of fresinen.”

— What sort of civil rights the African race
are likely to enjoy under the unchecked rule
of such men as Pike, they were shiown at the
taking of Fort Pillow, and again at the Mem-
phis butchery of the following winter. If the
blacks are allowed even to give testimony
against whites who assault, maim, and rob
them, it will be becanse such whites as Pike
no longer rule the country.

We suggested the bases of
reconstraotion which sssmed to us states-
wanlike, generons and bepeflcent. I those
who made war on the Union for slavery’s sake
are not willing to stand henoceforth oun a foot-
ing of perfect political equality with those who
vauquished and compelied thom to surrender,
we must forego the hope of haviog the aid of
the former in the work of reconstraction, on a
basts of amnesty and liberty. We are oon-
soled by the reflection that, as the Union was
upbell against thelr bost efforts, it may not
be imposaible Lo reconstruct it without their
couperation.

The Significance of the Vote on Negro
Suffrage ln Olio,

Froma the N, ¥, Herald,

The Republicau State of Ohis, the hotbed o'
Western radicalism, the bome of Chief Jastios
Cliase, who is the nigger-radical candidste for
the Presidency, has emphatically refused to
give the negroes the sullrage. No amount of
ingenuity on the part of the partisan press or
radical orators cnn explain away the signiil-
cance of this faet. There is a clear majority of
sixty 10 a hundred thovnsand volea against
giving the suffrage to negroes in the Stale.
The returns are not all reported, but the Re
publicans concedo a majority of sixty-five thou-
sand, while the Democrats olaim nsar a hun-
dred thousand. Take it at seventy or sighty
thonsand, which ia probably near the mgk,
or @ven what the Republicsus admit, sixty-live
llmllr‘!ﬂd, tisa surprising m\lurily, and nn-

In California the people refused to give the
Mongolian race (the Chinese) the privilege of
voting, from, the same repugnance to putting
an inferior race on an equality with them-
gelves, Yet the Mongolian is far snperior to
the negro. ls it surprising, then, that the
Awwerican peopls should be disggusted with the
efforis to make the negroes—the lowest race
of mankind—their \"l_|li.'i]-§ The conscions-
ness of supsriority and the senthments and
fde springing from it have determined une-
cally the relativa position of these races
other. ot the negro question hos
assumed just now the greatest proportions in
another point of not merely
whether u few pegroes seattered thronghout
the populous States of the North shall be
placed on an equality with the whites, where
they must always remain  comparatively
harmless as a political elament; bat it is the
eflort of the radicals tomake them a power in
the republic through their votea in the
Sonthern States that gives the greatest im-
portance to the question. They form a buirge
portion of the gopulation of the South, aud in
some States the largest.

["nder the operation of the reconstrnetion
acts of Congress, which digiranchize a great
many whites, they actnally hold the political
power of that vast and wvaluabla section of
our vonntry. But that is not all,  Our politi-
cal system 18 such that they wonld probuably
hold the balance o1 power in the republiv. The
President nnd members of Congress—enough
to give a balance of power—may be eleoted by
thie negro vote of the South, The President,
probably, wonld owe Lis elaction to thatl when:
ever parties were pretty equally divided. The
organs of the radicals nnblushingly confess
they are now aiming at this ohject. They
have the hardilood to avow this infamous
purpose. This great repanblic to bs under
pegro government ! What a spectacle to con-
template ! Ignorance and brutality to rale
thirty millions of white American ¢itizens !
We must recolleet that it is the balance of
power that governs here, though it may be
gecured only by a few thousand votes. Tha
Sonthern States in the hands of the negroes,
as they will be if the recenstruction acts of
Congress be varried ont, will surely give these
benighted people of the lowest race that
Irll“‘t-r,

What, then, is to prevent them, incapable
ag they are, from reaching the highest offices ?
And would not the politicians pander to the
prejudices and demands of these people for the
sake of party and the offices of Government !
A war of races, & ruined South, a vast mili-
tary establishment, and, perhaps, a consoli-
dated despotism over the whole country, wounld
follow. Wae should gink into the condition of
the South and Central American republics, or
a worde oue, Such i3 the alarming prospect
which the infamous legislation of a rn.lllil.-ul
Congress Lins hruugbl?ml’oru ns. And it is
thig, together with an inherent repugnance to
negro equality, that has caused the revulsion
of public opinion in Ohio. Bince the siguif-
cant vote in that State, we are not without
hope that the evils of negro supremaoy and a
negro balance of power in the republic may
be averted. We may expect the snme result
throughout the North ag’in Ohio whensver the
issue gomes, and reckless as Congress may be,
it Wwill hardly venture to defy public opinion
when expreiged so emphatically,

We of conrss understand, for wa wers
nmon(f the first to stals, the sdvantages poa-
reised by the Republionn party In their large
majorities in Congress; ans the long terms of
the Benators, To pass a law requires the con-
currence of the three branches of the law-
mwanking power, or4f the President withholds
Lis aseent, & two-thirds majority of the other
two branchen. But to prevent the repeal of a
law, & bare majority of either House, suifices.
It henee follows that at least four years wmnoat
elapsa before the Reconstruotion acts ean ba
repealed, even though the Democrats shonld
win every eleotion duriug that period, if the
Republican porty usea fts  power Lo the
nimont,

But no man of sense, be he Demoorat or
Republican, supposes that the Senate would
be thus stitl alter a general revolution in pub-
o opinion.  When it becomes olearly evident
that the country repudiates the reconstroc-
tion policy of the Repnblioans, the Henate
will gee that resistance would only postpone
what it caunot prevent, and that they would
irretrievably ruin their party by stauding out
against the settled determination of the peo-
ple. The Republicans virtunally concede this
in their electioneering appeals. They keap
voolferating with wearizome repetition that
the snccess of the Democratic party would
break down the Reconstruction acts, and re-
gtore the Rebels to power. This iz an acknow-
ledgment that thelr lomg lease of the Senate
would avall thew Iitile against a powerful
adverse public opluion, If the elsotions yet
to he held ara carried by the Democratic party,
it is certain that the recoustruction policy will
not sugceed.

The law may not ba forthwith l‘"pl'-'lt'."lu but
the Sonthern whitss will stand sallenly aloof,
like o horse led to the water and refusing to
driock. It will then be for Congress to decide
whether it will proceed to organize and uphold
pure negro governments, The certain conse-
guence of persistence would be to drive the
whole party ont of the lower House in the
Forty-first Congress. As soon as the Demo-
ornts have's majority of the House of Repre-
sentatives, there will bs no ditliculty in entling
the sinews of the Reconstruction acts, although
we may be nnable torepeal them. The House
would aszent to no appropriations for main-
taiping a coercive military tyranny in the
Spnth; the Houge would impeach no oflicer for
treating the Reconstruotion acts as a nullity,
and the Senate cannot try and conderan till
the llonse has first impeached. It is easy to
see, therefore, how the Reconstruoction acts
may be made a dead letter after the 4th of
Marely, 1848, even though the Republican
Benate shonld prove obstinate, We trast that
we have made it snfliciently evident that the
Democratic party, by ita great sunccess iu the
elections, is not winuing & barren viotory.

Wa come now to a morse immediate point.
[f the Democrats carry New York aod other
States, as we expect, the country will demand
the settlement of the Reconstruction question
without further delay. BSeeing that the radi-
oal scheme cannot snceead, the people will be
impatient of persistence in it. Thers will
arive & moral necessity for an immediate set-
tlement on a more liberal basis. We trust
that such a settlement will be reached on the
bagis of & compromise in which the Republl-
can party will yield something, Presidest
Johnson something, the SBouth something, the
Democratic party something. Each party
will have advantages which the others cannot
fail to recognize; which is a state of things
favorable to mutual concessions and a liberal
adjustment of differences. The strong point
of the Hepulilicans will be their large present
majorities in Congress; Lthe strong poiut of the
Democrats their certaluty of defeating the
radiesl policy; the strong point of the South
the ability of its white inhabitsuls to rendsr
the Reoonstruotion solbieme contemptible by
standing aloof and surrsudering the control
of it to the negroes,

Both the South and the Demooratic party
would be willing to muke some concessions to
bave the question settled now, fnstead of two
or four years hence, The Rapublicans had
better make concessions than to stand ont and
lose all. A gettloment thus reached wounld
have this great advantage:—that, being esta-
blished by the mutoal consent of all purties, it
would bind the homor of all, and be secare
from subsequent disturbance. Whatever is
deemed essentinl oould at once be put into the
Constitution by the prompt ratification of all
the BStates; and neither party would be &
future hot-bed of eedition, as it might under
the goreness and humiliation of & complete
and insolent trinmph by its adversary, In
propoging as the ground of settlement an
amwendiment securing perfect aguality of civil
rights, we did not intend to assume authority
that does not belong to us, and offer an wlti-
indtium, but only to express an opinion which
we had no doubt the Democratic party would
readily assent to,

If the judgment wa have now expressed as
to the probable effect of a continuance of
Demoeratic successes in the elections be tole-
rably eound, the vonsequences depioted by the
Times should be regarded as more slection-
earing clap-trap.
